Reference is made to your letter of June 26, 1944, 
relative to your desire to apply for a visa in behalf of 
your mother, who now resides in Sydney, Australia. 


A United States citizen twenty-one years of age or 
over may submit to this Service a petition for the issuance 
of an immigration visa in behalf of a mother or father. 

If the petition is approved the mother or father is then 
entitled to a preference quota status in the issuance of 
avisa. However, as you have stated in your letter that 

you are only seventeen years of age, it is not possible 

for you to file such a petition. If your mother desires 

to come to the United States it will be necessary for her 

to communicate with the American Consul at Sidney, Australia, 
relative to obtaining a visa under the quota for her native 
country.
